Tha attempt to rob the taun failed 
completely. It was predestined to fall - 
ore from the start. Th« plot waa fttrmed 
three weeks Ago and" the railroad and 
eipn;53 Officials have had a spy in th» 
cqxap of ths bandits ever since. 


From the time the train loft Chicago 
ot 5 o'clock in the evening railroad and 
•eipres* datectives, all walkiig arsenals, 
•riimbed on at every station. Chief De- 
fective J. -3. Kflnney ol the Santa ;Fe 
"with Gr. C. Montgomery, hi> rightrhand 
mail, hoarded it at Juliet. At Streator 
:they were joined Dy two more men, who 
thad been patrolling the line for-20 days. 


J. A. Jlatliews, who ha* been aotiiig 


the spy for the last two weakg and get- 
ting tlie news of their plans, put In on 
appearance at Galeiborg. He brought 
good news. The would-be robberi met 
early in the day and decided to leave 
their hiding place near Memphii at 6:30 
o'clock cud make their third attempt to 
gerricaat the wpeue of the express 
company. They expected to make a 
haul of <50,000, the Monday ran. be- 
ing always mnch heavier thau . any 
other d«y of the week.

When the train reached this place, 


shortly after midnight, Division Super- 
intendent Stickton of the Wells-Fargo 
£xpress company got into- the treasure 
car. Hs carried a sawed-off Winches- 
ter. With him were four men. Their 
arms were in the car and hare been for 
several days. Then a council of war 
was held and a plan of campaign was 
adopted. Detectives Kiniiey and Mont- 
gomery boarded the engine.

Ton minutes before the time 
for the curtain to rise on the tragedy, 
the little compartment in the baggage- 
car wa« well filled with armed men. 
The lights were out, the windows were 
op. In each seat \\.rn two man sitting 
sideways, the muzzles of their guns 
protruding just a trifle .over the sills. 
Behind them stood others with Win- 
chesters at half-cock, resting across 
their arms. 


Out from between two high embank- 
ments just Oliti mile from. Goriu sped 
the tram. Tfioh, came the crack of a 
railway 
torpt-'do. 
A moment -'and .-.a 
shrill, sharp whistle gave token the en- 
gineer had Jioard, and almost before his 
hand left the valve across the tracks, 
aotoO.yards away, swung a red light. 
A grinding of wheels along the rails 
told the an-brakes hud been applied, and 
within 20 seconds from the explosion of 
the torpedo the train was at a stand- 
still.

He 
earric ,1 a rifle, and when within K»feet 
of the lender brought it to his shoulder, 
pointed it at "Dad" Prwoott, the white 
bearded engineer, and, as he shouted, 
"Hold up your hands!" pulled the trig- 
ger. 
His aim'was true, and "Dad" fell 


to the floor of his cab with a bullet in 
his right breast. With on* Iwand De- 
tective Kianey gained the top > of the 
teu'ler, and, bringing hift gnat to his 
fhuoid«r, sent a shower of shot almost 
into the face of the masked individual. 
How oil earth the fellow ever managed 
to moved six inches is a mystery. But 
he sprang from the engine and made 
for tha woods. 


The shot which laid Engineer Pres- 
cctt low was the signal for a fmtlade, 
and was echoed and re-echoed irom 
btutk to bank and through the wood*. 


It was alao the signal for • haaty re- 


treat to tin shelter of timber Oil the 
part of the greatly surprised individuals, 
whose features were hidden by masks. 
Not until they reached timber did they 
answer; then they only fired two shots. 
But their aim was not good, and, al- 
though men were leaning from the car 
windows and pulling triggers as fait as 
possible, while others had jumped to 
earth and were after them on foot, they 
failed to hit a man. 


According to program their horse* 


were hitched not over 100 yards away. 
When the posse from the train reached 
*fce spot they saw one ^ii»«ij a gray, 
galloping north. A well directed shot 
brought it low, but there was no rider 
on its back. The place where the hones 
were tied was soon found and out 
hitching straps showed that ona man at 
least had lite enough left to make his 
wcape.

Miraculous EhCapo From Dc^tlj. 


JKITHKSOXVILLE, Ind., Sept. in.— 


Frank St. Clair, employed on the Louis- 
ville and Jtitfersonville bridge, fell from 
tho top of thu Ir.ivelor to tho water, a 
distance of 250 feet. In the descent he 
struck some timbers, breaking both 
legs.

has been overestimated in some quarters 
by including H large amount ot corn 
which was ripe and cut up simply to 
save the fodder iu best possible condi- 
tion, The present return indicates a 
crop* of 1,387,000,000 bushels, against 
1,718,000,000 lust year. It is the third 
small crop iu succession, and considering 
the depleted stocks and increased popu- 
lation and consumptive demand, is the 
smallest supply on record. 


Tho last roport on wheat condition 


shows a slight; improvement and con- 
firms the estimate of 500,000,000 bushels, 
which haw been consistently recognized 
as probable 
throughout 
tlie whole 


season. The winfcei wheat yield is__large 
and of unusually good quality, Tho 
spring wheat crop is slightly smaller 
than last year, and the heavy movement 
to commercial centers will be earlier 
than usual. More than 80 per cent of 
the return's "'voluntarily mention tho 
feeding of wheat and indications that a 
large part oi! tlie present surplus will bo 
thus disposed oi! are increasing. The 
fluid condition of oats is S3.3, indicating 
a crop of about 710,000,000, against WM,- 
000,000 last year.

The McKinley bill gave a protection 


of half a cent a pound to tho sugar 
trust on refined sugar and gave the 
trust free raw sugar. The only op- 
position which the trust had in hav- 
ing a complete monopoly over all -the 
sugar used in the United States was 
in what was produced in this country. 
The total amount Of sugar imported 
into the United States during tbe 
last «scal year, ending Jnly 1, 1893, 
under the McKinley bill was valued 
at 1109,317,948.14, and the total duty 
paid was I! 93,294.48. 


The advantage of the McKinly bill 


to the trust over and above that of 
the senate bill is 26 per cent. The 
McKinley bill fed the trust directly; 
it gave it free raw sugar and an abso- 
lute coo trot over all the sugar con- 
sumed in the United States, except- 
ing ooly what was produced from 
beeu and maple trees and such as 
WM prepared for consumption from 
the came of Louisiana. 


The revenue difference 
between 


the two bills is this: The McKinley 
ragar brought less than $200,000 In 
«M» troMory and W took out in the 


Those Louisiana sugar growers who 


have been receiving McKinley bounty 
now threaten to leave the Democratic 
party and join the Republicans. Let 
them go . The Democratic party can 
see aomore justice in paying a bounty 
out of the national treasury to the 
raisers of sugar than to raisers of po- 
tatoes, wheat, corn, pork or beef. 
The McKinley sugar bounty was the 
most corrupt legislation in the history 
of. tariff jobbery. At amounted to 
over 811,000,000 to Louisiana alone 
last year, and the bulk of it went • to 
a few rich men, averaging about $15.- 
000 a year to each planter, and some 
of them receiving as much as $300,-

culated that the McKinley sugar 
bounty would run up. to $20,000,0.00. 
It was high time to stop any such 
governmental favoritism. The sugar 
bounty has gone to stay, and its mil- 
lionaire beneficiaries are welcome to 
go over to the monopolistic, party. 


Homo Statistics. 


The census bureau, in 1890 undertook 


to make a list of all families in the 
country that owncfl their homos, and also 
of how raauy of these homes were en- 
cumbered by mortgages. Some of the ra- 
Hults obtained are suggestive of the so- 
cial revolution that is quietly goiug on 
in this country. Its tendency may he 
guessed from tho fact that in 1880 only 
25.5C of onr rural population rented the 
farina they lived on. Tho rest owned 
them. In 1890 34.8 of our fanners rent 
the lands they.live on. The tenant farm 
population o£ the United States lias in- 
creased in proportion to the population 
nearly 1 per cent a year. We seem to bo 
approaching thfi condition of Europe, in 
which all tho iand is parceled out among 
a few owners, while the men who''till it 
live on it merely as tenants aud have no 
interest in it beyond that. 


If tho tendency continues, we shall 


have shortly a lauded aristocracy Had- 
died upon the necks of the rural popu- 
lation of this-country, with tho caste 
lino as sharply drawn as it is iu Europe. 
Tho muy thing that will bo lacking will 
be tbo titles, and perhaps iu time we 
can get tho constitution changed so as 
to have'that too. Anything to oblige our 
American nobility. 


The only thing that will stop this 


drift of the laud into a few hands will 
be determined effort on tho part of tho 
farmers themselves.. It is certain that it 
is now harder to earu a living oil a, farm 
than it was even 20 years ago. Lands 
have Trun :<lowu, competition has been 
fiharpor, and old wasteful methods had 
to bo changed or tho farmer would.go 
down. In many cases ho has gone down 
wheu, if ho had bestirred himself, held 
on to his laud and learned the new way 
of farinrng, ho would be a, richer mail 
today than if the hard times., had iioi 
come ou him. 


Speaking of tenants, it may interest 


the reader to know that iu Now York 
city 93.CJ per,cent of the population 
live in rented houses. Ill the largesi 
city of this great Union, that is to say, 
less than 7 per cent of the people own 
the houses they live in. They nearly ali 
live in huge- tenomeut houses, contain- 
ing from 10-to 20 families each. 


Of peoplo in towu and country who 


own their homes, thoro are in the United 
States 12,700,152. ..But these homes are 
encumbered with over $8,000,000,OOC 
of mortgage indebtedness, the; interest 
aloue on which is almost $200,000,000.

He 
would find that the tender. haze is 
cansed by dust, just common, bratol 
dust .in one syllable, but in unheard of 
quantities. There has been a drought 
lasting frojh-^wo to four months in 
throe-quarters of this whole country. 
Tho dry earth has become powdered fine 
aud has been stirred np aud has been 
risingiu the atmosphere week after week. 
The air is almost as full of solid particles 
as if there had been a volcanic eruption 
in these parts. The dust is added to by 
the suioke from the forest fires that have 
beeu kindled in consequence of the aw-| 
fill drought. There has been so little' 
wind thatthe dost knows no better than 
to just float around and muddle tlio 
.heads of scientists. 


Tho Awful Forest Fires. 


Nothing so appalling as tho fire dill- 


aster in tho nortlrwost has ovor occurred 
in the history of this republic. By the 
Johnstown flood in 1880 perhaps more 
lives were lost, but they went out quick- 
ly and almost painlessly by drowning. 
The very thought of roasting, blistering 
human flesh is such u horror that no 
wonder it has been fixed ou as the typo 
of everlasting punishment for tmforjrhr- 
ablo sin. 


In the upper peninsula of Michigan 


there woro 50 miles of names ut once, 
extinguished finally by welcome rain. 
In Minnesota a region embracing 40 
square miles was lire swept. Altogether 
more than a thousand square mileu of 
territory have boon burned over. Unlike 
the Michigan peninsula, tho Minnesota 
district contained scores of villages and 
thickly settled neighborhoods. Tho final 
death list will probably foot up not less 
than 1,000. There are stories of miracu- 
lous escapes and instances of individual 
heroism thathavenover been surpassed. 
Engineer Jim Boot, who piloted his 
traiuload of refugees out of burning 
Hinokley through walla of flame to a 
place of safety and then was lifted, 
scorched and fainting, from his oab, and 
Telegraph Operator Bullis, at Sand- 
stono Junction, who, 
while his office 


was burning, wired tho word that saved 
500 people, wero as brave as tho six 
hundred who charged at Balaklava. 


If tho fearsome talc of death aud blaok 


ruin shall servo as a warning to tho 
American peoplo to guard our forests 
from fire hereafter, its awful lesson will 
not bo lost. 


A Poultry Revolution. 


Few chicken raisers are aware of the 


great change in the poultry business 
that 1ms been wrought iu tho past five 
years. Tho dressed beof industry was 
the cause of it. From slaughtering cat- 
tle aud shipping sid"sof moat in refrig- 
erator cars grew the plan also of killing 
and dressing chickens, geese, turkeys 
and ducks and shipping them by tho 
carload .to the peoplo who eat them. It 
is another sign of the tendency to con/ 
aolidato industry into groat co-operativo 
centers at tho oloso of the nineteenth 
coutnry. 


A beof packing company have at 
Kan- 


sas City a plant for tho slaughtering 
and dressing of poultry by wholesale on 
scientific principles. The birds are ship 
ped, uniform in appearance, 'carefully 
dresised and packed, to all parts of the 
Union. Boston, we learn, |iunost 
par- 


ticular about her fowls. JCboy must be 
dressed with heads o'fE aiid feet on or 
Boston will-only buy them nndor pro- 
test, paying less by 5 cents a pound than 
where thfty are finished her 
way. 


Kansas and northwestern and south- 


western Missouri are becoming the great 
poultry raising sections of the Uuiou. 
Agents of the packing company travel 
among tho people and buy their birds, 
shipping the same by tUe carload to tho 
slaughtering factory in Kansas City. In 
the busy season'.two to six carloads a 
day are handled at the factory. No part 
of a fowl killed and dressed there is 
lost. The fertilizing vats take what can- 
not be used el? where. 


'Mr. H. H. Wilson writes in Tho 


United Service 
Magazine that the 


world's noxt great naval battle will last 
just 10 minutes- and no more.

A DESPERADO. 


A company of gentlemen Hat in the 


offloe of the Hotol Palomares inPomona 
the other; evening waiting for a late 
train .to Los Aiigeles. 
Each one of tho 


party know erery due else, cigars were 
freely passed nr.ound, and all wano en- 
joying a talk about early oxpuriences on 
the frontier, and especially in southern, 
California, before railroads were built 
iu this region. 
Tho best story of the 


evening was told by ColonelJohu Wil- 
liiunson, one of the most important 
orange growers in BonthornColiforuJa. 


"From 1878 until 1878," he Baid, 


"I -was engaged by a .Chicago lumber 
company tp travel through tho country 
from Denver to St. Louis to look up 
openings for lumber yards. 
It was my 


business to visit new towns and settle- 
ments, and when I found men of capi- 
tal in them to induce them to go into 
tho lumber business and buy of the Chi- 
cago concern. 
At that time Oga^illa, 


on the Union Pacific railroad, was fa- 
mous throughout the country as the 
toughest place in the west. Then Dodge 
City, Kan., camo into prominence for 
its cowboy episodes and liho rough, 
tough and desperate character of a large 
portion of its residents. I paiised o night 
iu Dodge City in October, ,1878, aud I 
assure you that I came quickly to the 
conclusion that life in any other town 
would bo tamo and without excitement 
in comparison with the pleusuros that 
place could afford. 


"On one side of the railroad track 


stood a lig barnlika bnildiu.s; called tho 
America-Mexican hotel, and oil the oth- 
er a row of 20 or CO 0110 story'frame 
houses, almost every one of winch was 
a barroom, with a gambling liouso at- 
tached. Ovur the doors hung such signo 
as 'Cowboys' Eotroat,' 'Tho Divuu' ami 
'The Frontiersman's Delight' 
Behind 


the town, on top of tho hill, was the city 
graveyard. 
An imrneiiHo cross stood at 


the top of tho hill and servotl as a land- 
markfor tnivelcrs.for miles and milos 
across tho barren prairies. Tluit grave- 
yard was tho pride of ovary man who 
lived iu Dodge City. 
The inhabitants 


watched it grow ami pointed with pleas- 
ure to the f»c;t that there was hardly a 
man taking his final rest thore who had 
not come to his death by violence. 


"It was toward aftcnicou whoii I 


halted my horse in front of the Ataeri- 
co-Mesican hotel after a 40 mile ride. 
Heavily armed men stoodi about iu 
groups. 
The looks thrown at mo were 


far from reassuring, but I pretended not 
to seo them and hastened into the ho- 
tel. Hardly had I taken rny sent in the 
dining room when four men, evidently 
forming a delegation, approached me. 
They demanded to know what brought 
mo to Dodge City in a way which left 
mo no alternative but to answer. My 
answers seemed satisfactory., and 0110 of 
them informed me the reason of their 
curiosity. 
They had some idoa that I 


was a tlcpnty sheriff aud frankly told 
rne that if I had been I should have 
been escorted out of town, as .no gov- 
'erument 
officers wore waiuted about 


Dodge City that night. They further 
informed me that there wg*i to bu one 
of tho prettiest lynching hises iu town 
that night that had over taion place. 


"Three men had come to Dodge City 


10 weeks before aud had taken tho town 
by fltorm. They had made their head- 
quarters at a tavern almost opposite the 
hotel and had levied a tax on every one 
who entered. Anybody who objected to 
paying or standing treat was bcaton, 
and when resistance was shown pistols 
were used. Teu men had received death 
wounds from these three men, aud the 
town had determined to set an example 
to all snob characters liy hanging the 
three without ceremony. It was not 
easy, however, to accomplish this, as 
the men were intrenched in tho barroom 
and refused to come out or allow any 
one to eutor. Jt; had been determined to 
dislodge them that uiglit in spite of all 
resistance, aud I was invited to take 
part in tho affair. The men wore named 
Hank Martin, Jack Willis and Wat 
Simmons and were desperate outlaws, 
Yrith largo sums upon their heads. 


"Just at dark tho citizens of Dodge 


City prepared for battle. The attacking 
parties'were divided into two forces. 
Ono approached tho point of attack 
from the rear, while tho larger number 
marched up to the front 
All the citi- 


zens wore handkerchiefs ovor their faces. 
I was in the main body of'attackers, or 
rather behind it. We were brought to a 
sudden halt by a rifle shot from one of 
the windows of the besiegtd house, and 
one of our, leaders fell. Various means 
were tried to dislodge the three men, 
but to no purpose. 
Every time tho 


slightest advance was made their rifles 
rang out, and tome one on oar side drop- 
ped. At last a small man clipped up in 
the shadow of tho adjacent building 
and threw a lighted can of kerosene 
under the building. Soon, Jt began to 
buru. 
At last - it was enveloped in 


flames, and the three men were obliged 
to rush for their lives. They wero half 
blinded by the heat and smoko of tho 
burning building, so they were quickly 
captured. 


"Then all the citizens of Dodge City, 


not excepting 'the women and children, 
formed in lino and marcKell' down to 
She cattle pens, where an oM tree stood 
that had served several times as a gal- 
lows. A rope had been brought along, 
and it was quickly thrown over a 
branch, and everything was ready Jor 
the hanging. It was at first intended to 
dispose of all three at thci same time, 
but there wafl not enough ropo, so it 
was decided to hang olio at o, time. Jack 
•Willis ,w>» 'he first to be strung up. 
His end was hastened by u dozen bul- 
lots, which were fired into the body 
while it was still writhing. 
Wat Sim- 


mons was then disposed of. 


"Next came the turn of Hank Martin, 


and all held their breath wheu the 
boldest desperado known, on tho plains 
in those days was brought out. Just as 
tho big, powerful fellow wits led under 
tho treo he made a sign that he wanted 
to say something. Tho gag was removed 
from Martin's mouth, and lie said: 


" 'If yon will tako tlii'i rope from 


round my nock and slightly loosen IhOfeQ 
bonds, I will tell yon men something 
that will mterobt you all ' 


"There seemed no danger, with «o 


many on guard, so his request was com- 
plied with. 
When his fetters woro 


loosened, ho rose, stretched himself and 
began his speech: 


" 'Ton a*&a sot of villains,' he yell- 


ed, 'and you can all go to belli' - 


"Ho knocked 
down the two men 


nearest to him aud made a dash for tho 
sagebrush on tha open prairie. "All the 
horses were left ontsido the barroom 
when the desperadoes were captured. A 
few men dnshM into the sage after 
Martin, whioh made it impossible for 
the men under the tree to use their guns, 
lest they hit pome of the pursuers. After 
on hoar's useless chase the hunt was. 
given up for the night. 


"At daylight the next morning a 


ranchman rode into Dodge City and 
electrified the town by saying ho had 
seen Martin near Fort Leary, 16 miles 
below. He said he had just finished his 
breakfast when a hatless man, whom 
ho recognized as Martin, came in and 
demanded shelter. The ranchman sus- 
pected something was wrong from tho 
man's manner and at once started for 
Dodge City and gave tho alarm. Thirty 
men immediately saddled their horses 
and started in pursuit of -the man they 
had avowed to hang. As they approach- 
ed the hut a man appeared iu tho door 
with a Winchester rifle in' his hand. 
Without a word he opened fire on the 
advancing party. 
Two men, dropped 


frum their saddles, and a's tho rest of 
the party put spurs to their horses and 
dashed toward the hut Martin, who had 
done tho shooting, rushed down the hill 
aud plunged into the Fox river. There 
had been heavy rains, aud the river was 
a torrent, which made it seem impossi- 
ble that a man could reach tho other 
side alive. All tho horsemen drew up 
along the bank and waited in readiness 
to shoot Martin should he by any ohauco 
get across. They waited hall an hour, 
and as there was no sight of him they 
returned to Dodge City. That afternoon 
tho other two desperadoes wero buried 
in what is known as 'Murderers' row,' 
and beside the graves was placed n 
board, 'To the memory of Hank Martin, 
dro'wnediu the Fox river while escaping 
capture.' 


"Two years after leaving Dodge City 


I chanced to bo in a little Texas tojpi 
that I don't want to mention hero. A 
man passed :iue on the street one day 
whose faco was strikingly familiar. I 
turned to ray companion and asked who 
it was. 


'' 'That,' eaid ho, »'is Henry Martin, 


ono of onr most respected citizens.' 


"Suddenly the sceno of tho lynching 


at Dodge City camo buck to mo, aud I 
know that the lust tinio I had scion that 
man ho was standing tinder a tree with 
a ropo around his neck. I told niy.friond 
the story, and he evidently doubted my 
sanity, if not my veracity. Ho told mo 
that Martin came to tlio town early in 
1879, 
whou it was first started. Ho in- 


vested money in town lots and made a 
fortune. Ho was a promoter of schools 
aud churches and was talker] of for the 
next mayor. That night I was at my 
hotel when a tall man, with usleuched 
hat, walked in. Ho looked round aud 
then camo straight to mo. 


" 'Are you tho man,1 ho said, 'who 


has been tolling a yarn about Hawk 
Martin being lynched?' 


' 'I acknowledged, that I was. 
" 'Well,' he replied, 'Henry told me 


to toll you that ho wonld shoot you on 
sight if you wero in town tomorrow.' 


"Twohouis later I was taking anight 


ride across tho prairiys."—Kansas City 
Times. 


Extraordinary Longevity In Chili-. 


Tho last census of Chile furnishes 


some interesting statistics relative to 
longevity of certain representatives of 
tho Unman race, who live in tliac far 
away corner of "Latin" or "Spanish" 
America. According to tho ligures in 
question, in the 23 provinces of Chile 
tho enumerators found 211 men and 273 
women who bad passed the century 
milestone. 
Ono man, Kafacl Munoz of 


Golchaqua, was returned as being 150 
years of age. The oldest woman was 
188. 
Of the other "old timers" they 


found one man ISC and two women 132, 
one man 1!JO, one over 127, ono woman 
135 and tliree men and four women 128, 
one man 122 and throe women 1U1; 3d 
women and eight men gave in their ages 
as 120, and two women acknowledged 
to being past 110; flvs women aud three 
men were at tho 118 mark. Of all the 
others ovor 100, 340 M'ere women and 
l!)o woro men. Tho most remarkable ex- 
hibit in the wholu array is tho one 
which shows that 03 women and 88 men 
gave in their ages as 110.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


Diamonds In the Meteors, 


Professor Bertholot. has painted out 


that in the writings of Aviccimu there 
is mention of a metallic aerolite which 
fell iu Djorjitu, in central Asia, in tho 
eleventh century which could neither 
bo broken nor worked up into arms or 
tools.
